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Pros, Cons Of Collaborative Plan 
Debated Before Bancroft Group 


The two contending groups in the 
Collaborative School project saga 
were together to discuss their views 
for the first time last week. 

Jack Dziadul, head of Citizens for 
Neighborhood Schools (CNS), the 
opposition group, and Rick Elias, 
head of Citizens for Excellence in 
Education (CEE), the group in fa- 
vor, were the main figures in the dis- 
cussion, sponsored by the Bancroft 
Elementary Schoo Parent-Teacher 
Organization. The meeting was held 
Thursday night, Feb. 11 at Bancroft 
and attracted approximately 80 peo- 
ple. 

Dziadul and Elias spoke on their 
groups’ behalf for about 15 minutes 
each. Their presentations were fol- 
lowed by a question-and-answer ses- 
sion with audience members. 

Here are some major points of 
conflict between the two groups. 

eWhile proponents maintain that 
enrollment will be voluntary, oppo- 
nents question its feasibility. 

Voluntary enrollment is part of the 
plan. But Dziadul said ‘“‘legislation 
can be changed if future circum- 
stances call for it.’’ CNS believes 
that there isn’t enough interest in 
Andover to fill the necessary 400 
seats. ‘‘We feel a survey is nec- 
essary to show support,”’ Dziadul 
said. 

CNS presumes that the empty 
seats would have a negative impact 
on schools in Andover. For instance, 
it is CNS’s belief that ‘‘should there 
be empty seats at the school, the 
state wouldn’t fund building a new 
(elementary) school in Andover,”’ 
Dziadul said 

Elias says CEE’s outlook is just 
the opposite. “‘My concern Is over- 
enrollment in a few years, not empty 
seats,” Elias said. CEE feels the 
benefits, such as staff and curric- 
ulum development, smaller class 
size and university involvement will 
attract participation. 

Not only would students attend on 
a voluntary basis, but teachers

would also volunteer. They would 
serve for one to three years. 

According to a CEE news release, 
at full enrollment ‘‘only 21 of the cur- 
rent 300 Andover teachers will be 
teaching at the Collaborative School 
at any one time.”’ 


“Tf teacher participatior 
lary, it ring more enthuslasn 
to the Ci ‘ative School),’’ Elias 


said. CEE members say teachers 
would receive extensive training 
‘They will have time to go to classes 
themselves,’’ he said. Elias says this 
staff development will flow back into 
the local systems when the teachers 
return. 

CEE also believes the university 
involvement will create ‘‘a source of 
new teachers,” Elias said 

CNS disagrees because members 
believe a staff turnover every one to 
three years is an “inexpensive and 
inefficient way to manage staff, 
Dziadul said. ‘‘We think it’s impor- 
tant for the staff to develop commit- 
ment to buildings.” 

CNS said sending 21 qualified tea- 
chers to the school is ‘‘a sacrifice 
existing neighborhood schools must 
make to support the Collaborative,”’ 
Dziadul said 

University involvement is another 
area of disagreement. Dziadul said 
“there’s no reason why colleges 
can’t be brought into local neighbor- 
hood schools.” 

But, Elias said, ‘‘college and uni- 
versities orient themselves where 
they feel they can have the most im- 
pact.’ He added CEE believes the 
diverse student population offered at 
the collaborative school make it ai 
attractive setting for university 
volvement 

The proposed school’s finances 
didn’t go overlooked either 

CEE says the low cost of the 
school is one of its attributes. The 
state will pay for 90 percent of the 
development and construction costs 
Operating expenses are still pending 
in legislation. Elias said, “‘it is my 


understanding that there will be 
enough funding to cover all operat- 
ing expenses.’’ However, in his pre- 
sentation, Elias wanted to show the 
‘“‘worst-case scenerio.’’ With this in 
mind, he calculated the cost to And-

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Paper Recycling Interest Grows 


By Virginia Cole 

National and internatinal interest in pa- 
per recycling is growing. From the “‘Phoe- 
nix Quarterly,’’ magazine of the Institute 
of Scrap Recycling Industries, come statis- 
tics of interest to all of us. Those of you who 
think in historical terms will be gratified to 
know that the ancients recycled paper. 
China created paper in AD 105 and began 
recycling almost immediately. Colonial 
America made paper almost entirely from 
waste paper and old rags. When wood pulp 
from our forest industries became preva- 
lent, recycling declined but bounced back 
during World War II when 33.3 percent of 
manufactured paper used recycled fibers. 
Now we are edging up again, not so much 
because of shortages, except for fuel, but 
because of concern with the environment. 

This column usually stresses the dollars 
saved by recycling. I feel that the environ- 
mentalists know the value of recycling and 
don’t have to be reminded. Americans are 
by far the world’s greatest consumers of 
paper and paperboard products. We ac- 
count for more than 400 pounds per capita 
consumption in the United States; that’s 
400 pounds for each one of us. It is 25 
pounds each in the Soviet Union and two 
pounds each in China. By not recycling a 
larger percentage of this paper used is not 


just dollars wasted, but materials wasted. 
Our forests, though carefully managed 
now, cannot be counted on to meet the in- 
creasing demands of the American con- 


sumer for more paper. Now, we really 
need to save trees. And back to the subject 
of fuel; the use of recycled fibers in mills 
that make paper and paperboard are sav- 
ing as high as 64 percent in energy costs. 
That generally means oil. Some of us feel 
those long lines at the gas pump may come 
again if we don’t learn to conserve fuel. 
And now for air and water pollution; the 
emission from trash incinerators or seep- 
age from land fills into our air and water 
combine to be problems. Recycling is a big 
part of the answer here too 

The Phoenix states that the United States 


money and helps the environment and now 
I have figures on how it helps the nation’s 
precarious balance of trade position. We 
export paper products, paper products 
made with recycled fibers, to the tune of 
$400 million annually. Last year Taiwan 
imported 891,000 tons, South Korea, 838,000 
tons, Mexico, 564,000 tons, Japan, 399,000 
tons and a surprising major buyer, Cana- 
da, 226,000 tons. Apparently it is cheaper to 
import waste paper in this forest-rich coun- 
try than it is to harvest trees. Or, maybe, 
they have their priorities straight. 

A myth which the Phoenix hopes to put to 
rest is that recycled paper costs more and 
is of inferior grade to virgin-made prod- 
ucts. Recycled fiber is utilized in the man- 
ufacture of more than 10,000 paper and 
paperboard products and these are equal to 
their virgin-made counterparts in every 
way. From fine stationery, which may only 
use 5 percent recycled fibers, to corrugated 
boxes, which are 100 percent recycled fib- 
ers, we are surrounded by recycled prod- 
ucts and could and should be surrounded 
by even more.

Constitution’s Ratification 


By Julie M. Barry 


‘I persuade myself that the delegates 
of this state, when assembled in conven- 
tion, will be able to discern that which 
will tend to the future happiness and secu- 
rity of all the people in this extensive 
¢ ountry. 

Those words were written by John Han- 
cock 200 years ago to the legislature of 
Massachusetts about the federal Constitu- 
tion. 

The state voted to ratify the constitu- 
tion Feb. 6, 1788. It was the sixth state to 
vote in favor of ratification. The decision 
was not unanimous. It was a controver- 
sial issue: both federalists (for) and anti- 
federalists (against) attended the conven- 
tion 

Feb. 6, 1988, exactly 200 years later, 
high school students from Massachusetts 

and Maine gathered at the State House in 
Boston to re-enact this historical debate. 
Mass. received a grant to fund a special 
committee, which organized the re-enact- 
ment. 

Debaters were high school students 
who took on roles of the original dele- 
gates. Andover High School senior Aleke 
Msumba was Andover High School will be 
hosting a curriculum night for parents of 
eighth-graders Wednesday, Feb. 24, at 
7:30 p.m. Guidance counselors and de- 
partment chairmen will discuss next 
year’s ninth-grade curriculum during the 
evening. 

Dr. Thomas Kittridge, an anti-federalist 
who was one of three Andover delegates 
to attend the convention. 

Richard Collins, history teacher, went 
along with Msumba to supervise his stu- 
dent’s research. But according to Collins, 
‘‘Aleke did the research; he functioned 
pretty much on his own.” 

Msumba studied the views of Kittridge 
and the role he played in the debate. ‘‘] 
did the primary research. I got all my 
information from the (Andover) Histori- 

al Society,’’ he said 

In 1788, 364 delegates attended the con- 
vention. Since Maine was a part of Mas- 
sachusetts until 1821, students from that 
state also participated in the program. 


They all convened at the state house 


Feb. 6, to act out the ‘‘Great 
The all-day affair includ-

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ed listening to speakers, discussing rele- 
vant issues in committee meetings, 
debating the pros and cons, voting for or 
against (“yay’’ or “‘nay’’) the ratifica- 
tion, marching in a parade from the cur- 
rent state house to the old state house and 
finally signing a constitution. 

All the research and the signed consti- 
tution will be stored in the state Historical 
Archives. 

Msumba says the experience was edu- 
cational. “I really enjoyed doing it. I love 
debating, giving speechs and research- 
ing. It was fun,” he said. 

Msumba was one of about 50 delegates 
who gave a speech to express their points 
of view during the debate. He says he

Turtle Food For The Brain 


Editors note: This is the seventh 
article in a series of articles written 
by Kenneth Kwajewski, computer 
education director for the Andover 
Public Schools, concerning the And- 
over computer plan. 

In my last article I explained that pro- 
gramming courses can offer many stu- 
dents an opportunity to sharpen their 
thinking skills through active problem 
solving on the computer. Last week’s arti- 
cle described the languages of BASIC and 
Pascal which are offered at the high 
school. This week I will describe the Logo 
programming language which is being 
taught at all of the elementary schools. 
Move over fish—there is a new type of 
food that can strenthen your brain. 

Logo was developed in the late 1960s by 
Dr. Seymour Papert from MIT who be- 
lieved that students would be able to im- 
prove their ability to think by actively 
using this simple but powerful program- 
ming tool. The language contained so 
many commands that it could only be run 
by the larger main and minicomputers. 
Basically, it is a graphics oriented lan- 
guage that allows the user to create de- 
signs on the screen. It is also known as 
turtle graphics since a mechanical turtle 
with an attached pen was used to create 
various objects. Students would enter in 
commands to make the turtle draw va- 
rious shapes on the paper below the me- 
chanical turtle. As the computer 
increased in power and decreased in size, 
the language was written for most micro- 
computers. The mechanical turtle was re- 
placed by a triangular-shaped image on 
the screen, but the turtle name remained. 
Students can now create geometric sh- 
paes and pictures on the computer screen 
by programming the turtle to move 
around and leave a multi-colored trail be- 
hind. 

The idea of leaving turtle tracks around 
the screen sounds very innocent and play- 
ful, but this language is a powerful tool 
that is still being used in research studies 
of artificial intelligence by computer sci- 
entists. It is a well tructured language 
which allows students to develop logical 
thinking skills at an early age. Students 
are given an opportunity to enter a ‘‘mi- 
croworld,” an environment where they 
have control of the machine, the turtle 
and their own learning. They can manipu-

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late the turtle to create what they want. 
Simple commands such as forward, back- 
ward, right, left, penup, pendown, penco- 
lor and background allow the student to 
create beautiful designs. In order to cre- 
ate a design, the student naturally has to 
break theproblem down into sub-prob- 
lems which help the student to think 
clearly. Commands in the language allow 
the student to learn about distance, an- 
gles, colors, sounds, variables and show 
the student that they can control this ma- 
chine. It also allows students to be crea- 
tive and, therefore, use the computer as 
an extension of their mind. These designs 
can be saved as a procedure and reused 
again and again. The ability to call proce- 
dures from other procedures is a power- 
ful tool that allows Logo to’ be used by 
third-grade students or graduate engi- 
neers from MIT. 

Logo has been used by many teachers 
in many grade levels throughout the past 
few years in the Andover schools. This 
year the plan called for organizingour el- 
ementary curriculum by targeting in- 
struction to begin at the third-grade level. 
Logo programming will then be expanded 
one grade per year to the fourth and fifth 
grade levels. This summer, most of the 
third-grade teachers, instructional spe- 
cialists and media specialists received 
one week of paid training to learn or re- 
inforce their background with the lan- 
guage. A text and activity cards were 
purchased to help develop an organized 


curriculum. A Logo curriculum guide

stressed three oppositions in his speech. 

The first was representation. ‘‘The anti- 
federalists believed the terms were too 
long for senators (6 years) and represen- 
tatives (2 years),’’ Msumba said. He says 
that voting had been done annually. 

The second issue was slavery. ‘‘There 
were three provisions that protected slav- 
ery because the South wouldn’t agree to 
the Constitution without them,’’ Msumba 
said. He says Kittridge was against those 
provisions. 

Msumba chose to speak about the 
“elastic clause’ as his third objection. 
The clause gave Congress ‘“‘absolute pow- 
er because it could be interpreted so 
widely,”’ he said. ‘‘Kittridge was against 
it because it didn’t recognize limits, so he 
thought it would lead to oppressive tyran- 
ny. 

These views were common among anti- 
federalists. ‘“They were valid fears at the 
time,” Collins said. ‘‘The fears didn’t be- 
come real, but at the time they were legit- 
imate arguments.” 

Student representatives for and against 
the ratification debated as part of the re- 
enactment. Following this was the roll 
call vote, where representatives voted as 
their counterparts had in 1788.

DANCING IN OUR 
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Historians To Celebrate Birthdays 


By Virginia Lopez Begg 

The Andover Historical Society will re- 
vive one of the town’s oldest traditions, a 
gala celebration of the birthday of George 
Washington and Abraham Lincoln, at the 
Lanam Club Saturday, Feb. 27, at 7:30 p.m. 
The festivities, featuring a champagne re- 
ception and buffet, will be open to mem- 
bers and their invited guests. One of the 
evening’s highlights will be a drawing for a 
beautifully framed photographic reporduc- 
tion of the society’s original painting of 
Ballardvale by B.T. Haynes. Reservations 
should be made through the Andover His- 
torical Society by February 20. Rafflet 
tickets are also available there. 

The society has decided to expand the 
concept of honorng Washington and Lin- 
coln to include other presidents who have 
visited Andover through the years: Andrew 
Jackson, Martin Van Buren (as vice presi- 
dent), Franklin Pierce, William Howard 
Taft, Theodore Roosevelt and Calvin Cool- 
idge. 

With today’s presidency buffeted by Wa- 
tergate and Donna Rice, it is hard to imag- 
ine the profound esteem and even 
reverence earlier Americans felt for 
George Washington. His death in 1799 was 
mourned throughout the land and 
prompted an outpouring of engravings, 
paintings, needlework and even curtain tie- 
backs, the Andover Historica! Society owns 
some, bearing his image. So began the cus- 
tom of honoring the birthday of the father 
of our country. 

Washington had ties to Andover. His 
nephew and grandnephews attended Phil- 
lips Academy and he visited here on No- 


vember 5, 1789, following his inauguration. 
After breakfast at the Abbot Tavern, still 
standing on Elm Street, he visited the emi- 
nent Judge Samuel Phillips and greeted the 
townspeople. Phillips tied a blue ribbon on 
the chair in which Washington sat and re- 
placed it with black crepe on the news of 
the president’s death. 

Old Hickory, Andrew Jackson, was the 
hero of the Battle of New Orleans and be- 
loved on the frontier, but no friend of the 
Yankee aristocracy. Nontheless, he braved 
the chill atmosphere and journeyed to New 
England. Jackson, accompanied by Martin 
Van Buren, his much maligned and long- 
suffering vice president, visited Andover 
on July 1, 1833, On horseback and with his 
white hair streaming in the breeze, the ag- 
ing general spoke where Phillips Acade- 
my’s Memorial Tower now stands. 

Franklin Pierce, Granite State native, 
visited Andover many times because his 
sister-in-law, Mrs. John Aiken, lived on 
Central Street, but never so tragically as 
on January 6, 1853. Pierce had just been 
elected president, an event bitterly op- 
posed by his wife who preferred life in qui- 
et Concord, N.H. Melancholy from the loss 
of two little boys, Jane Appleton Pierce 
doted on her remaining son. The Pierces 
had celebrated Christmas in Andover and 
were to return to Concord to pack for the 
White House move. Their train had just 
pulled out of the station in Shawsheen (then 
Frye Village) when an axel broke, hurtling 
their car down an embankment and killing 
their son. The parents never recovered 
from that tragedy. 

Taft and Roosevelt spoke at Phillips Aca- 
demy in 1913, but not at the same time as

Clinton F. Goodwin 


Clinton Foster Goodwin, 93, the 
oldest practicing Merrimack Valley 
architect and engineer, died Thurs- 
day, Feb. 11, 1988, at Academy Man- 
or Nursing Home. 

Mr. Goodwin, who retired just 
over a year ago at the age of 92, was 
known for his many school and mu- 
nicipal projects, including renova- 
tions at the old Hale Hospital, 
Haverhill, several dormitories at 
Merrimack College in North And- 
over, and redesign of the Haverhill 
YMCA after a disasterous fire in the 
mid-1950s. 

He designed the waterfront and 
landscaping at the Plymouth Rock 
monument for the Massachusetts 
Tercentenary Commission in 1920.

He was a graduate of Haverhill 
High School, the class of 1912. He 
graduated from Massachusetts Ag- 
riculture College, now known as the 
University of Massachusetts, in 1916, 
with a degree in landscaping and ar- 
chitecture. 

Mr. Goodwin joined the civil engi- 
neering firm of Morse and Dickinson 
in Haverhill in 1920 and formed a 
partnership with Charles Morse in 
1930. He became owner in 1943 and 
operated the firm under his name 
for 35 years. 

Mr. Goodwin was an architect for 
several notable projects such as the 
Goodell Library and the Currie S. 
Hicks education building at the Am- 
herst campus of the University of 
Massachusetts. He supervised agri- 
cultural projects for the Haverhill 
schools durng World War II. 

He also worked on schools, librar- 
ies and public buildings in Haverhill, 
Andover, Amesbury, Reading, Row- 
ley, Topsfield, and Londonderry and 
Salem, N.H. 

He was an engineer for the 
Topsfield water system for 30 years 
and for the Plaistow, N.H., water 
system. He was consultant to the as- 
sessors in Haverhill, Andover, North 
Andover, Amesbury, Merrimack, 
and to the Andover Planning Board 
during part of the 1930s and 1940s. 

Mr. Goodwin was an engineer for 
development and utilities at Merri- 
mack College in the 1950s. 

Mr. Goodwin was a member of the 
Grace United Methodist Church, 
Haverhill, and a member of the 
Board of Trustees of the Southern 
New Hampshire Conference of Unit- 
ed Methodist Churches. He was a 

former director of Haverhill YMCA.

Bartlett Hayes 

Bartlett H. Hayes Jr., 83, who put Phil- 
lips Academy’s Addison Gallery of Amer- 
ican Art on the map, died Sunday, Feb. 14 
at Monadnock Community Hospital after 
a brief illness. 

Mr. Hayes became an art instructor at 
Phillips Academy in 1933. From 1934 to 
1940 he was an assistant at the Addison 
Gallery before being made director. 

During his last four years as director, 
Mr. Hayes also was a lecturer in fine arts 
and a research associate at the Harvard 
Graduate School of Education. 

Mr. Hayes was married for 55 years to 
Clare (Wadleigh) Hayes. They met in 
Italy, where her father was a missionary. 
A Hayes family friend was also a clergy- 
man there and he sent young Hayes to her 
home with a letter of introduction to her 
father. 

Later, Mr. Hayes went to the movie stu- 
dios outside Rome looking for a job doing 
movie posters.so he could make enough 
money to marry her. The studio heads 
thought he spoke Italian in such a funny 
way that he was hired to be the voice of 
Stan Laurel in their dubbed versions. Al- 
though Mrs. Hayes’ brother spoke Italian 
very well, he learned to imitate Mr. 
Hayes’ strange accent so he could be the 
voice of Oliver Hardy. They did several of 
those movies, which have since used Ital- 
ian actors. 

In the early 1970s he became director of 
the American Academy in Rome. He also 
worked briefly at the Honolulu Academy 
Museum, instructing young museum di- 
rectors who came from the East, and as 
acting director of the Essex Institute in 
Salem. 

Mr. Hayes served for many years as a 
trustee of Boston’s Museum of Fine Arts 
and the Institute of Contemporary Art, 
Old Sturbridge Village, the old Boston 
Arts Festival, the St. Gauden Memorial, 
the Amos Carter Museum of Western Art 
in Fort Worth, Texas, and the American 
Federation of Arts. 


He was also chairman of the commis- 
sion to survey the role of the arts at Mas- 
sachusetts Institute of Technology and a 
member of editorial board of Art in 
America. 

He also had served on the board of di- 
rectors of the Print Council of America 
and the College Arts Association; on the 
visiting committee of the department of 
education, Metropolitan Art Museum, 
New York, the art advisory council of the 
Internal Revenue Service, the executive 
commission of the Art in Embassies Pro- 
gram of the State Department, President 
Lyndon B. Johnson’s White House Task 
Force for Study, Discovery and Devel- 
opment of Gifted People; and the art 
commission of the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion, Washington. 

Before he died, Mr. Hayes was in the 
beginning stages of a project with the 
poet, David McCord, a longtime family 
friend. McCord liked the series-of teach- 
ing books Mr. Hayes had illustrated for 
fifth-grade children and he suggested that 
they collaborate on a children’s architec- 
ture book. McCord would write poems to 
go with buildings that Mr. Hayes would 
pick out. 

He was very tond ot dogs. 

He also enjoyed flowers, especially hi- 
biscus. The Hayeses chose their house in 
Peterborough because it has a built-in so- 
lar greenhouse and they could have flow- 
ers all year-round. 

Born in Andover, Mr. Hayes was a 
graduate of Phillips Academy and Har- 
vard College in 1926. 


Besides his wife, Clare (Wadleigh), Mr 
Hayes is survived by daughters, Deborah 
of Paris, Hilary of Florida and Delia-Mar- 
ia of Cambridge and four grandchildren. 

The funeral service is this morning at 
11:30 a.m. at All Saints Parish, Peterbo- 
rough.

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Taxing Question 


Selectmen this coming Monday will decide how 
best to tax properties in the community. 

For the past several years homeowners have 
paid slightly less than commercial and industrial 
taxpayers under a state-approved formula. 

Naturally, commercial and industrial interests 
have attempted to impress upon the board that 
such a formula represents an injustice since it 
shifts a greater tax burden on the already larger 
taxpayers of the community. 

But, in all fairness, the homeowners deserve 
somewhat of a break, if the selectmen choose to 
retain the classification system as presently 
structured. 

It is true, as the larger taxpayers point out, 
that homeowners represent the majority of those 
who underwrite the cost of municipal services. 
But, it would not seem that the selectmen, as is 
‘also claimed, are caving in to the majority, rath- 
er giving the homeowner a little consideration. 

While industrial property owners do pay more 
taxes, they are not subject to the various user 
fees and other costs which are applied to many 
municpal services used by the general public. 

Depending on how many servies are utilized by 
the average homeowner, whether it be in the 


area of community services, building, or use of 
recreational facilities, the homeowner still must 
pay additional costs over and above what has 
already been contributed to public schools, public 
safety and other municipal services. 

With the exception of water, industrial resi- 
dents of Andover are hardly subjected to such 
costs. 

It seems hardly fair to alter the current tax 
formula which provides some relief to the home- 
owner and suggest that the decision to be made 
Monday night reflect a continued consideration 
for the residential homeowner. 

And, while on the subject of taxes, it seems 
proper to once again question the continued need 
for increased taxes in Andover. 

Property owners are already faced with an in- 
crease created by revaluation, regardless of 
which tax formula is applied Monday. 

Increased valuation, continued application and 
adjustment of user fees, higher water costs to 
make that department self-sufficient, continue to 
beg the question of why Andover taxpayers con- 
tinually need to come up with more bucks to keep 
municipal operations solvent. 

Somehow or other it just doesn’t seem fair.

Too Idealistic 


To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 


In October 1987 I watched a tele- 
vised public meeting where the pre- 
liminary report of the collaborative 
school as presented. Then, as now, 
after seeing the project director’s 
updated presentations, I am con- 
vinced that the proposal is too ideal- 
istic, too big, too complicated and ill- 
timed. If not of that position because 
of those reasons, I would have diffi- 
culty supporting the CSP because of 
the manner in which proponents 
have chosen to communicate their 
message. 

Why, when the South School PTO 
president requested that only PTO 
members ask questions, did CNS 
members abide by the rules but pro- 
ponents speak their piece without re- 
gard for the guidelines established? 

Why, when Citizens for Neighbor- 
hood Schools reported to the School 
Committee at 11:15 p.m. one Tues- 
day night, did proponents protest un- 
fairness about being unable to 
present their point of view while 
knowing full well that they would 
have the exclusive audience of both 
Andover and Lawrence school com- 
mittees the following week. 

My daughter entered South School 
in 1984 and sat surrounded by buck- 
ets because of a leaky roof. On more 
than one occasion last year she was 
required to wear her coat the whole 
day because the heat never reached 
her classroom. The roof still leaks. 
When my youngest child enters first 
grade there in September, I antic- 
ipate the same leaks and over- 
crowded conditions. Whey are we 
planning a fancy new collaborative 
school while we study a new South 
School for two years? These prob- 
lems are major distractions to tea- 
ching and learning now. 

I am offended by an attitude that 
some less fortunate children of Law- 
rence be used to illustrate to our 
children that the whole world does 
not live like we do in Andover. Of 
course the world does not live like 
Andover, but neighther does all And- 
over live like the stereotype being 
perpetrated. It is my responsibility 
as a parent to put materialism in its 
place where my child is concerned 
and it is my responsibility to teach 
my children to understand and ap- 
preciate differehces. Not only differ-

ences in socio-economic level and 
cultural background, but to be sensi- 
tive to various mental and physical 
abilities and disabilities, the elderly 
and chronically ill. Tolerance is also 
being able to coexist with individu- 
als who differ with your opinion 
without casting aspersions on a per- 
son’s character, labeling or name 
calling. The collaborative school is 
neither the best nor only way to tea- 
ch these values. Parental example 
has the greatest impact. 

If the collaborative school be- 
comes a reality, it forever changes 
education in Andover. Making a de- 
cision on the collaborative school is 
not one to take lightly. The evolution 
of CNS has at the least caused peo- 
ple to seek information about the 
project. If the proposal is strong it 
will withstand criticism and analy- 
sis. To not support the proposal does 
not mean being against the ideals. 

Most changes are accompanied by 
risks as well as the benefits. I have 
concluded that the risks of imple- 
menting the CSP outweigh the bene- 
fits. It is sometimes difficult to be 
objective, but still possible to be 
fair. Previous letters have stated 
that I have made gross assumptions 
and recently called me elitest and 
racist. It hurts. But, your saying it 
doesn’t make it true. You have nev- 
er even talked to me, yet you know 
what I am all about. What I am is a 
person who cares about my children 
and their education. You have every 
right to your opinion. You are even 
entitled to believe your opinion is the 
right opinion. However, you do not 
have a right to label me with neg- 
ative terms because I hold a differ- 
ent opinion. 

I thought the spirit of collabora- 
tion was understanding.

Serious Questions 


To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 


About 10 years ago my wife and I 
lived in an apartment on the out- 
skirts of Boston, saving every penny 
we could squander for a down pay- 
ment on a house. Since my wife had 
attended Lesley College and had 
been a student teacher at Sanborn, 
she had first-hand knowledge of the 
excellent education Andover schools 
furnished. It took all of our savings 
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at the time to settle here and provide 
our unborn children with one of the 
best public educations in this state. 

Now, we have serious, legitimate, 
questions concerning possible ad- 
verse effects of the proposed collab- 
orative school on the town’s 
educational system. We also wonder 
why the school administration is not 
aggressively pursuing additional 
teacher training, college and univer- 
sity collaboration and innovative 
curricula in all of the town’s present 
schools. Has the administration even 
approached colleges about collabo- 
rating with our neighborhood 
schools? Andover has made some 
exceptional curriculum innovations, 
such as the AIRS program. Is the 
administration saying we can’t have 
further innovation without the col- 
laborative school project? I believe 
our tax dollars should be spent to 
benefit all of Andover’s teachers and 
students, not just a small percentage 
at a time. 

Having done my graduate work in 
psychology and spent many years 
performing market research and 
analysis, I also question how the col- 
laborative school project will con- 
duct an objective, unbiased survey. 
It is easy to word survey questions in 
a manner that produces a skewed 
outcome. When an organization is 
predisposed to a certain result, the 
survey is best conducted by a second 
party with no beneficial interest. If 
the collaborative school project 
doesn’t have the money in their bud- 
get for an independet market re- 
search firm, why are they working 
on a video? 

Because my family and many oth- 
ers with similar views exercise our 
freedom to participate in an organi- 
zation of concerned, well meaning 
citizens (CNS), a proponent of the 
collaborative school, unfortunately, 
associated it with racism. It is a sad 
day when anybody, no matter what 
side of an issue, can’t express legiti- 
mate concerns withot suffering emo- 
tional and moral indignation from 
the other side. I pray that letter 
might have been written in a mo- 
ment of anger and deep down inside 
that person truly doesn’t mean it 
that way.

was also devised to assist teachers to de- 
velop their own activities. An in-service 
program was recently begun to help tea- 
chers reinforce their knowledge. Stephen 
Cohen from Lesley College is helping tea- 
chers understand the complexities of this 
language. Similar courses and in-service 
workshops are anticipated for the fourth 
and fifth-grade teachers. 

It has been exciting to see students cre- 
ate, edit, save and print out their designs 
for future display. Recently, teachers at 
thé West Elementary School held a turtle 
‘“‘muddle.’’ Teachers and_ students 
dressed up as turtles in order to celebrate 
its use at the third-grade level. Various 
activities were developed fo use on and 
off the computer. Teachers Evelyn Wro- 
bel, Gloria Turgiss, Ann Kelley, Joyce 
Cullen, Peg Childs, Frank Rapisardi, Pat 
Thompson and Joan Robinson also cre- 
ated a videotape to introduce the ‘‘year of 
the turtle’’ to their students and other fac- 
ulty members. Glimpses of this master- 
piece will be eventually shown on a video 
program for public television which will 
describe all the goals of the computer 
plan. Teachers and specialists throughout 
the system will be better able by year’s 
end to evaluate the advantages and limi- 
tations of Logo. Our goal will be to devel- 
op a coordinated Logo curriculum for all 
of the elementary schools. 

Two exciting programs associated with 
Logo are Logowriter and Lego Log. All of 
the elementary schools have both of thes 
software programs. Logowriter combines 
the power of a word processor with the 
graphics of Logo. Students are able to 
construct an animated story by display- 
ing both text and graphics. Mrs. Charlotte 
Lynch at West Elementary has begun us- 
ing this tool with her sixth-grade stu- 
dents. She believes that it can be used in 
many disciplines to enhance a student’s 
written material. Lego Logo allows stu- 
dents to use legos to create objects which 
are then manipulated with commands of 
the Logo language. Interface devices can 
be attached from the computer so that a 
student can give Logo commands to make 
the object perform many fur-cions. Stu- 
dents can build cars, robots, planes, 
washers, dryers, street lights, etc. and 
have them come to life with the power of 
Logo. This program may eventually be 
used by the industrial arts department 
and with special needs students. We are 
just beginning to use this equipment at 
the elementary schools, but is use will 
gradually expand as teachers become 
more familiar with its potential. 

We believe that Logo is a valuable com- 
ponent of our elementary school comput- 
er program, but Logo is only one 
component of our total plan at this level 
which will use computer-assisted instruc- 
tional materials and other tooi software 
programs such as word processors, data 
bases and spreadsheets. However, Logo 
programming does have its place at this 

As described in my last article, pro- 
gramming a computer offers students an 
opportunity to explore the limits of thei: 
thinking abilities by solvingproblerms on 
the computer. It is a ‘‘microworld’’ where 
a student is not limited by the pages of a 
book or the bounds of a curriculum. It 
puts the student in control to explore and 
create.

source for both the Andover and Law- 
rence school systems. Good peoplé leave 
the teaching profession because of lim- 
ited opportunities for professional 
growth. We need to do all we can to en- 
courage the best teachers to stay in tea- 
ching and share their expertise with their 
colleagues. 

4. Collaboration: The collaborative 
school will be able to integrate outside 
resources into the educational program, 
including contributions from educational 
specialis;ts, artists, senior citizens and 
business leaders. And the school facility 
and its programs can be a resource to 
Lawrence and Andover 

5. State financial support: The Collabo- 
rative School Project will largely be fi- 
nanced by the state, in terms of both 
capital and operational costs. The pro- 
jected enrollment is 400 Andover stu- 
dents. If the collaborative school goes 
forward, state funding will cover most of 
the building and operational costs for 
those 400 students. If the project is reject- 
ed, those 400 Andover students will still 
have to be educated and Andover taxpay- 
ers will pay a larger share of the bill. 

The Collaborative School Project de- 
serves consideration based on its merits. 
It may or may not be the school of choice 
for an individual parent, but I believe it is 
a choice that should be realized.

Under the four proposals the selectmen will be looking-at, ~ 
homeowners would pay the most under the equal tax rate for 
homes and businesses. 


Under that option, the tax rate would be $9.86 per $1,000 for 
everybody. The tax bill for the average home would be $2,369, 
an increase of $286 over 1985. The commercial property would 
be taxed $10,574, $4,032 less than 1985. Industrial land would be 
$30,034, about $4,161 lower. 


At the other end, if industrial and commercial land was taxed 
1) percent higher than residential, the tax bill for the average 
home would be $2,199, a $116 hike. Commercial property owners 
would pay $12,161, which is $2,445 under the 1985 assessment. 
Industrial land would be at $34,542, or about $347 higher. 


Selectmen could also tax commercial and industrial interests 
at five or 10 percent higher than residential. 

Homeowners have argued for the 15 percent rate, pointing out 
that commercial and industrial concerns would be paying, at 
worst, small increases under the higher tax rate.

Opponents agree. ‘‘Collaboration 
has merit but there’s different ways 
to do it.

On the other hand, proponets be- 
lieve they should be able to choose 
this school as an alternative. Steve 
Stetson, said ‘‘freedom of choice is 
something this country is based on.” 
He questioned why others would 
want to take that choice away. 

Another concern raised by an au- 
dience member was _ regarding 
scholastic achievement. ‘Scholastic 
achievement tests in Lawrence are 
lower. How do you mix these kids?” 
she asked.
